On the lost poge of this flownlout o r is given tho results of the trio Is of the 16 
defendants of Boise end neighboring towns who were arrested and charged with "iiofemouG 
crimes against nature,” beginning in October, 3955. A seventeenth person, Elmer H. 
Parker, 49. of Parma# is not listed, os the disposition of his cose is unknown. All 
of these trials were held in Idaho State District Court at Boise before either Judge 
M. Oliver Roelech or Merlin S. Young. (Those whoso names appear in oapitol letters 
appeared before Judge RoeI s ch, the others before Judge Young.) All sentences ore 
indeterminate sentences under the Idaho indeterminate sentence lnw; that iG, the 
prisoners may or may not be released before the number of years stated, depending 
upon tho decision of the State Boax-d of Corrections. Those pieced on probation will 
be closely supervised and if they engage in homosexual acts or fail to comply with 
the strict terns of their probation, they will be immediately returned to court and 
'sentenced. Some of our readers will recognize one of the defendants as a former 
a hlog ten ro oident. 

Sodomy in Idaho draws a minimum sentence of five years and inoludes acts _per £s 
&3 well as p er anum . In addition, there is a ’’lewd oonduot with minor or child under 
sixteen” 1 ow 7*Vh"icli provides for a maximum sentence of life imprisonment. Contrary 
to tho ortiol© in the T ime magazine on Dec. 12 » 1955, not all tho defendants hed en¬ 
gaged in acts with minionsT 

Tho pro 30 cuting attorney in nil these trials (except for the last port of tho 
l.arson trial# when Eugene Thomas was tho State's attorney) wns Bloino F. Evens, 35# 

■who quit in thin capacity after his election ill November 1956 on. tho Republican ticket 
to tho State Senate, Tho Idaho Daily Stsiocmr n newspaper on Jan. 11 described Evans 
as being now "interested in moSorni station of tho state 4 3 criminal oodo." 

Tho triel.s have reoeived wide publicity in the Boise papers from tho beginning 
and resulted in a wave of hysteria in Idaho, which scorns to have swept over into 
nearby States# especially Utah ond Montana. During this poriod of more than 27 months 
there was a ’’Mass Meat on Morals," tho Boise police chief was fired# a Governor’s 
Conferonoo on Young People’s Development was had, the Boise Mayor cod City Counoil 
set up o "special juvenile and morals department,’’ the Boise Ministerial Association 
panned s resolution praising local law onfox-cement offioers for their "valiant efforts" 
against homosexuals# a YMCA "youth legislature" passed a bill recommending oex educa¬ 
tion in Idaho schools, o Stoto mental health director wes appointed, oreetion by the 
State of a centre! orimo laboratory and identification bureau was reoomnondad„ Boise’a 
ourfew laws for children ond minors under IB were tightened, o mental heelth survey 
attended by representatives from Idaho ond 10 other western States end Alaska was 
hold in Snlt Lake Cityj and in addition there wore roconsmendetions for e State 
!license low for private deteotivo6 and revision of tho Idahy Youth Rehabilitation 
/vet, with strengthened juvenile code end p parental responsibility law. 
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Continuance);; were granted in n number of the iritis, so that several months 
cltpseb before their conclusion. Martin, tho only defendant- who was acquitted, wos 
reorosentod by Raymond b. Givons, former Chief Justice of tho Idaho Supremo Court, 
end his o&rtnor. Raymond T). Givens, An ell-mole jury listened to testimony from VI 
character witnesses clorgymon , businessmen, fel low-lawyers , etc. • v-ho testified 
in Martin’s bohelf. Martin himself did not take tho stand, Tho defendant Moore bed 
several charocter witnesses, but not os mony as Martin. Charles Pruott testified 
that ho had his first homossr'n 1 experience at the p.ge of 7 . Judge Koelsoh told 

Alina Farnsworth that he would .w* boon bettor off had ho committed theft, end lie 

told Thornes Dillon that ho hod oomir.ittod a "nasty crime." Of covirse . to some people 
ell sex is nasty, lewd and indecent. So wrote o Canadian lawyer several months ago 
while complaining bitterly about Csnsdo"s new "gross indecency" law, which applies 
not only to homosexunl pots but also to heterosexual acts between n\on end women. 

"3 do not know." he said, "what on act of gross indecency between a men and women is, 
but, whatever it moy be, it is now r.n offence. Nothing ... requires that the aot 

take pi sco in public end thus what two lovers -- or man and wife -*• moy do in the 
privocy of their ov/n apartment m«y turn out to be an offorce. To some narrow minds 

all acts of sex are grossly indecent. And what a potent upon of blackmail is thus 

provided for e women who i,a loved, possibly too vigorously, end later scornodi 
(Canadian Bar R eview , Jon. 19bf», pp. 70-‘J„) 

Many, many of the so-oalled "crimes against nature" heve been committed, but 
only a very few hove gone to trial or ever been exposed. The monasteries of the 
Middle Ages were no exooption. (Gee James Harvey Robinson, R eadings in European 
History, Vol, 1, p. 378). And in 1474, a mole domestic fowl wa3 criminal‘iy tried 
Tor"tKo "unnatural crime of laying an egg,-" ant) sentenced along with the egg -- 
to bo burned at the.stake. (K. P. Evens, The Criminal. Pros e cution end Punishment of 
A nimal s, p. 1G2.) 

So while the Idaho unfori.unntes ere behind bars or serving long probation terms 
or reclining on the psyohiatric couch, it behooves the rest of ua — including lew- - 
makers and judges -- to look: to Sweden, Italy / Mexico., Denmark and other countries 
whore homosexual acta are not n crime.
